understanding that has hovered over Reno and 
the southern country, as is evidenced by the fol- 
lowing article in response to the comments of 
The Journal of last Wednesday:

ing paper, to the efforts of the Xe\\s to cement the 
different towns in the state and build up a greatrr 
Nevada, is very gratifying. It is bound to rejounj to 
the material prosperity of us all. Besides, wa* it 
Hoyle or Shakespeare who said in effect that "b'eth- 
ren should dwell together in unity,?" Let us adopt the 
alvlce of The Journal and "get together." Let more 
of the leading citizens of Reno make us frequent bus- 
iness or social visits. They will find that we are pretty 
decent fellows, and those who have not examined our 
mines will discover what bonanzas we really ha\e. 
They will return home more enthusiastic "boosters" 
of this section. 


Then let us of Tonopah and GoldfieU spend a day 


occasionally in Reno. Let ur get away farther than 
two blocks from the depot. We will disco\er. back a 
few streets^ nice home-like residences — pretty plai-es 
for the women folks and children to live in if they 
find the dust an i altituJe of the desert too trying. 
Let us go through the university — it is a credit to the 
state ami its graduates have won the highest honors 
as mining engineers. Let ua go through the Elk's 
home — one of the han l^omest and most "home-like" 
in the country. L°t u=i "mix" with Reno'.s citizens 
and we will find THEY are pretty dec-ent fellows. 


And, 
finally, let u.s get together and force the 


Southern Pacific and other railroads to gi.e us a fair 
shake. Let UK shew Pre.siJent McCall of the Xcw 
York Life that if Nevada har but 45,000 people they are 
moilly "live ones" and that they are the nucleus of a 
fast increasing population that will soon be a power 
to be reckoned ,\ith. 


Peace seems now assured between the towns 


of the Southland and Reno. The editor of the 
Goldfiekl News, with the frankness and fairness 
that is characteristic of the people of new mining 
towns, has thrown the weight of his influence on 
the side of peace and henceforth the people ot 
Reno can be assured that before this city is con- 
demned it will be given a hearing and the charge? 
of "knocking" will be investigated. 


There is no question but that there has been 


fault on both sides; neither is ther a doubt but 
that both communities and the state at large have 
Suffered in consequence. The southern towns 
have been sincere in the belief that.,they-had a 
number of enemies to combat in Reno, and Reno, 
in turn, resting under a charge that every good 
citizen felt was false and unwarranted, retired 
within itself and preferred to suffer whatever 
might be inflicted and trust to time to make the 
matter right. The whole trouble could, have been 
avoided had there been an organization ot busi- 
ness men in either town to take up and discuss 
the matter and find out where the misunderstand- 
ing originated. Instead of this sensible way of 
settling the trouble, we have permitted the sore 
to remain open to be irritated by every measly 
and contemptible skunk who had a real or fancied 
grievance against either town. 


In the great awakening that has taken place 


in Nevada during the past three or four years, 
due largely if not entirely to the discoveries to 
the south of us, we have lost sight of the neces- 
sity for co-operation between the different com- 
munities. In this short period we have seen the 
silent wastes of Esmeralda and Nye counties 
crossed with railroads and 
prosperous 
cities 


spring up almost in a night peopled by citizens 
from widely separated sections with diversified 
ideas. While these transformations have taken 
place in the desert, Reno has grown form a town 
of 4,500 to a city of 12.000 people, and incident 
to this change is the usual business activity which 
has a tendency to make us, not indifferent, but 
neglectful of that harmonious feeling so neces- 
sary socially and i na business way for our mu- 
tual well-being. Both sections have perhaps been 
too self-centered in the past, and it is pleasing to 
note that we have come to a realization that com 
munities as individuals are interdependent and 
the good of one is the good of all. 


The Journal can be relied upon to bend all of 


its efforts to a closer cementing of the ties that 
should bind these sections. Each community is 
the complement of the other, each possessing in 
abundance what is lacking in the 
other, 
and 


hence every business and social instinct demands 
that the most cordial relations should exist be- 
tween us.

PEAKING of an unaccounted for $685,000 


among the expenditures of the Equitable 


Life, Collier's Weekly slyly insinuates that the 
use of that sum may have had something to do 
with a report circulated some time ago to the 
effect that Mr. Hyde was to be ambassador to 
Spain. The hidden meaning of Collier's remark 
is that there is a great likelihood of that immense 
amount of money having been donated to and 
used by the Republican party in the last election. 


This would tend to confirm the suspicion of 


many intelligent observers that the. revelations 
already made in the case of the insurance com- 
panies and their interference in politics do not tell 
more than a tithe of the facts. It was wrong for 
President McCall to give $50,000 of the New 
York Life's money for the defeat of Bryan in 
180/1; it was wrong for him to give a dollar of 
that compam's money for that purpose. If he was 
capable of doing that much wrong he was capa- 
ble of doing much more; and if he was able to 
filch 850,000 of the company's money without ob- 
stacle or detection, it is reasonable to believe 
that he could have appropriated many times that 
much with the same facilin ; for a company with 
$400,000,000 of assets should afford great oppor- 
tunities to a gentlemen like President McCall. 


It has been estimated by writers like James 


Creelman and Alfred Henry Lewis that the de- 
feat of Bryan in ift/> cost from $20,000,000 to 
£30,000,000. Thomas Lawson, who fought Bryan 
bitterly and assisted financially in his defeat, says 
that a hurry-up call for $5,000,000 was sent out 
In Mark Hanna a few (lavs before the election, 
and the amount v.as raised. If $5,000,000 was 
raised on an emergency appeal within a few da) s 
of the election, is it not reasonable to suppose that 
several times that amount was contributed during 
the long previous weeks of the campaign? And 
in this vast amount the acknowledged contribu- 
tions of the Equitable, the New York Life and 
the Mutual would look like the proverbial three 
dimes in a fog. 


When we consider the closeness of the rela- 


lations of the three insurance Presidents, Mc- 
Curdy. McCall and Alexander to Rogers, Rocke- 
feller, Wall Stieet and the banking interests gen- 
erally, it is hard to believe that those companies 
did not give more liberally to that gigantic cor- 
ruptin fund, and until the 
expenditures 
of 


every dollar now charged to purposes unknown 
has been accounted for the suspicion will con- 
tinue to ex;M that tluxe companies 
played 
a 


greater part in the crime of i8of> than their offi- 
cials have admitted. 


Even as it is, the mnnev acknowledged to 


have been used b> the "Big Three" must have 
cut no inconsiderable figure in defeating the will 
of the people. A prominent Republican writer 
has said that a change of MX thousand votes in 
five states would have resulted in the election of 
Bryan. The acknowledged contributions of the 
"Big Three" amounted to over $100,000. No 
Nevadan who his paid any attention to politics 
need be told what .«100,000 can do with 6,000 
voters, even in this state, where ruling quotations 
are somewhat stronger than elsewhere. 


We may confidently assert then, that but for 


the "Big Three" Nevada would in all likelihood 
be reaping the benefits of and enjoying the bless- 
ings ot free silver. Eureka, 
Austin, Tuscarora, 


Cherry Creek, Pioche, Belmont. Candclaria and 
the Comstock would be hunrning bonanza camps 
as in the clajs of old; Tonopah would be twice 
as rich, large and prosperous, and Reno would 
be a city of 25,000 population. 


And the oddest part of it all was that a por- 


tion of the money used, small though that pro- 
portion wa«. came from the pockets of Ne\ada 
people. 


Truly, the intricacies and possibilities of mod- 


ern life insurance are something fearful and won- 


derful.
